A shower of sparks from the blazing 
structure was carried over the city to 
northeast, causing several small fires. Th 
first place to’ catch was the roof of a Madi- 
son street clothing house. The blaze was 
extinguished without difficulty. Within the 
next half hour similar fires had started In 
the Gault House, the Friendship House, and 
F. W. Scheefer’s saloon at 51 West Madiacm 
street. 

Pipeman Fred Campion, @ son of the 
marshal, was bufned about the fale and 
stunned by his fall, but was helped to. his 
feet hy his father, and in a moment the men

work. The total loss is estimated at $250,000. 


Fire Spreads Like Whirlwind. 

The fire, which started in the factory of 
James C. Curtis & Co., manufacturers of 
undertakers’ supplies, was one of the swift- 
est to spread and most spectacular of recent 
months, . The big five-story building was 
beyond saving when the first engines ar- 
rived. Before the first stream had been 
turned on the flames they had swept through 
two floors of the building, and within five 
minutes fire was pouring from every window 
of the structure. 
The blaze originated on the third floor, 
which Was used as a display-room, and was 
discovered by a pedestrian, E. L. Larsen, 
who turned in an alarm. On the lower floor, 
which was used as an office and shipping- 
room, several clerks were at work, and 
shouts of warning from spectators on the 
outside was their first intimation of danger. 
The men grasped a few of the books and 
their cléthing and fled from the building. 
In a few moments the desks and stools 
which they were using had been consumed. 
Had the fire started during the day loss of 
life might have resulted. 

The building was soon a roaring furnace, 
and the principal efforts of Chief Musham 
were devoted to preventing the spread of 
the fire to a six-story building adjoining it to 
the east, and also occupied by the Curtis 
company. Although this was accomplished, 


second building to the amount of $50,000, to 
which was added the total loss of stock in 
the burned building, which will exceed $150,- 
000, and the loss on the structure itself, $50,- 
000. 

The explosion that hurled Campion and 
his men down-stairs served to keep the 
crowd at a distance. Although the number 
of spectators was large the firemen were 
not hampered in their work. There was a 
rumor that there were explosives in the 
building. 

Captain M. Dhert and Pipeman Sullivan of 
Engine Company No. 34 were hurt by the 
falling of a flagpole from the burning build- 
ing. Ehert was struck on the arm and 
knocked down. Both were able to continue 
at their work.

Mr. Curtis was summoned from the Chi- 
cago Athletic association and watched the 
firemen in their vain combat with the flames.

After 
the fire his effects were piled along from the 
north of his store to Madison street. 

At 12:15 a part of the third floor fell, and 
again the flames swept through the building, 
but were checked again by 1 a.m. Chief 
Musham then decided that the walls would 
not fall, 
As ‘a spectacle of brilliant coloring | in 
changing shades from black to the most 
vivid of crimson, rose color, and yellow; the 
fire was unsurpassed among those of recent 
years. From any point of vantage down- 
town or in the district surrounding the burn- 
ing building the varying aspects of the fire 


| could be observed. 


Soon the spectacle was one of alternate 
cloud and flame, with the latter increasing in 
strength, size,and fury. The cloud wail be- 
came only a background for the rose-colored 
glow. When the climax was reached it was 
like a gigantic blast furnace, a thousand 
furnaces turned into one and throwing out 
a solid mass of fire.

The country is already re- 
senting this insult against its most popular 
fad, but Kipling’s stroke has assuredly 
gone deep enough to cause the most serious 
self-examination which the season makes 


appropriate, 


Still Say “‘ No ” to Conscription. 
England still cries “no” to conscription, 
and yet the word has come into the vocabu- 
lary of practical politics, whereas two short 
years ago it was in about the same cate- 
gory as slavery. 

Great Britain’s most serious journal, the 
Times, indorses Kipling’s rebuke, and while 
it argues that conscription is still unneces- 
sary, it proposes compulsory military train- 
ing in all schools and suggests subsequent 
compulsory training in camps. The idea is 
indorsed by one or two commentators In the 
evening papers, but others rise in angry 
protest against conscription, the Pall Mall 
Gazette saying: 

“This cry for universal service is a mere 
panic and a dangerous panic as well. We 
regret that Mr. Kipling should have lent 
himself to the views of narrow experts with 
ng comprehension of our military needs.” — 

It is too early as yet to estimate the con- 
sequences of Kipling’s great indictment. It 
will echo and reécho in the press and from 
‘the platform for many days, and it will have 
an important effect not only in shaping pub- 
‘He opinion but in drafting more than one 
drastic measure of reform at Westminster. 


Attack in Another Quarter, 
Kipling is not the only man who has flung 
in the teeth of the British people bitter, 
scornful reproaches at the birth of the new 
year. It was a different indictment which 
was framed by Fredie Harrison in a New 
Year’s address to the Positivist society on™ 
Wednesday. He lamented the fact that in 
the fifty-two years of his memory of public 
affairs he knew of no time which had filled 
men of right mind with such anxiety as the 
present cruel war, which could end only in 
generations of bitterness and strife. 

Parliamentary government had become an 
abuse without any other system to take its 
place. Politicians were broken up into 
hostile factions and the country was becom- 
ing the scorn of the civilized world. 

Mr. Harrison said he had uttered his mind 
freely about this weary war of conquest a 
year ago last New Year’s day and all that 
he had then deplored as terrible or criminal 
was now double. 


Says Boers Are Butchered. 

*“‘ Our terrorism,” he said, “ has driven the 
Boers to despair and made the Dutch of 
south Africa the implacable foes of British 
domination. The horrors of the death camps 
and the slaughter of 14,000 noncombatants 
has at last appealed to the conscience of the 
public, who made the government.” 

He went on to say that even some of the 
Christian priesthood was ashamed of this 
hideous butchery. The countrty was still in 
the mood of an Oriental tyrant, who would 
not recognize any authority capable of treat- 
ing for peace, but was bent on subjugation, j 
which conld only mean in this case extermi- 


tire nation. 

One may perhaps pity the average Eng- 
lishman who stands between these two ac- 
cusers. One condemns him for lack of patri- 
otism because he is not more warlike, while 
the other denounces him as a bloodthirsty 
tyrant and oppressor. One may infer, there- 
fore, that this has not been a particularly 
happy new year thus far for John Bull.

$50,000 a year in bookkeeping, would be more 
expensive than the old system. 

In several departments it was affirmed 
‘that the new system, which will cost the 
city nearly $80,000 to install, would be a 
failure as an economical device. The men 


by the system would require more men than 
it would save in other ways. 

Controller McGann took the position that 
these men are not only talking against the 
system, but that they are working against 
it as they have theopportunity and blocking 
the installation,’ 


McGann Warns the Enockers. 

“No one can tell at this stage what the 
new system will do,” he said. “* Thereitsone 
thing certain. It will give a decent, orderiy 
bookkeeping system to take the place of a 
lot of hodge podge. No changes have been 
made in the Controller’s office and one can- 
not tell what will be done until the system 
has been installed completely...No matter 
whether it is going to save money or not, we 
could not stop it now, and these men have 
got to quit working against. it.” 

“The men who are opposing this ovation 
are on exceedingly dangerous wnusred said 
Mayor Harrison. 


_| VILLAGES OF LAKE COUNTY 
WAR ON POOLROOM. 


“ Everett Club” from Deerfield, . 


The authorities of villages in Lake County 
are aroused against the “‘ Everett club,’’ the 
poolroom opened near Deerfield, on the St. 
Paul railroad, by “ Bud” White and H. L, 
Holland on New Year's day. 

A meetigg was held last evening at Lake 
Forest, which was attended by the Mayors 
and other officials of Waukegan, Lake Bluff, 
Lake Forest, and Highland Park. Resolu- 
tions were adopted against the poolroom, 
and it was voted to call a mass-meeting for 
Saturday afternoon, at 2 o’clock, in the city 
hall at Lake Forest. A fund of $5,000 is to 
be raised in the villages, which is to be used 
by State’s Attorney Talcott in waging the 
fight. A committee of twelve was appointed 
to aid the State’s Attorney. 

“We are determined that Chicago shall 
not send any of its rottenness to Lake Coun- 
ty,” said Mayor EB, F.. Gorton of Lake For- 
est last evening. ‘“*‘ This is to be the watch- 
word and battle cry, and the object of the 
first crusade will be this poolroom. I un- 
derstand that no one from Lake County is 
to be permitted inside the room. That makes 
no difference to us. The presence of this 
gambling resort is a disgrace, and we are go- 
ing to get rid of it. 

“IT give just sixty days for the State's 
Attorney to get rid of these people. Weare 
not going to advertise our mode of attack, 
but we will have something new in our cam- 
paign. Then we will fight all other kinds of 
vice in the county.” 


DIES WITHOUT MEDICINE

‘This letter and other protests 
had the effect then desired. ‘‘ The Mod- 
ern Apollos "’ was being advertised by many 
of the Methodist periodicals as one of the 
premiums for new subscribers, but these 
advertisements were withdrawn this week. 


When the Rev. Robert McIntyre, D. D., 
wrote ‘‘ The Modern Apollos”’ he had in 
mind the framing of a novel that could be 
read by the most orthodox. It was his in- 
tention to have it take the place of the pres- 
ent problem works that deal with delicate 
and suggestive subjects and tend to.draw 
away the strict religious mind from creed 
and dogma. It was to have been the first 
of a series of works along the same line. 


Object of the Author. 

Dr. McIntyre tried to bring before the 
public a work that had running through it 
a thread of orthodox religion, plenty of 
exuberant life, and wild adventure. He took 


as his models Eggleston’s “‘ Hoosier Schovu!l- . 


master’’ and E. P. Roe’s “ Barriers Burned 
Away.” He attempted to give it the coloring 
of the first and the life of the second. He 
laid its plot in simflar surrounding to those 
of Eggleston’s work, to which it bears in 
some respects a marked resemblance. ; 

The author has claimed for many years 
that the American public is tired of reading 
the present’ day works and demands more 
of the old-time Methodism worked into its 
reading matter. He claimed that novels of 


the type he tried to make “The Modern | 


Apollos" were selling at such a rate in 
England that even Thackeray and Dickens 
could never boast of such vogue: "To him 
a similarly inviting field lay before the first 
American to take up such literary effort; and 
should “‘The Motiern Apollos” meet the 
approval of the public:it is his intention to 
complete other works he has in mind. | 


Plot of Book. 


The plot of the book involves two distinct 
love stories. One that of a young minister— 
the modern Apollos—who was unjustly ar- 
rested for counterfeiting, tried, convicted, 
and released through a President’s pardon. 
The other that of a young soldier, who also 
became involved in ‘the same charges, but 
who, after a long and hard fight; cleared 
himself. 

From the opening chapter to the close the 
intricacies of counterfeiting, the wonders of 
secret caves, and the horrors of kidnaping 
abound; yet not once {s orthodox Methodism, 
as Dr. McIntyre understands it, abandoned.

John T. Kreider, one of the signers of 
this proclamation, was tried recently ‘by 
military commission in the - Philippines 
on @ charge of treason, and the records of 
the court-martial have just been received at 
the Wardepartment. — 

The preponderance of proof, said Genera\ 
Chaffee, in reviewing the case, was in favor 
of the contention of the accused that-he was 
held by the insurgents as a prisoner, and 
took no part in operations against the 
United States, gave no aid and comfort to 
the.enemy, made reasonable effort to es- 
cape, and was compelled by his captors under 
legal duress to sign the above proclamation, 
by threats of violence in case he refused. 

“ While no treasonable intent or overt act 
fe established against the accused by com- 
petent evidence,” said General Chaffee, “* it, 
however, remains to be remarked that it is 
the duty of every American soldier to face 
impending danger of death rather than sign 
@ treasonable ‘proclamation, even if it be 
prepared, as was the one in this case, by the 
enemy. Nor should he do any other act 
that might have even a seeming of giving

The military commission found Kreider 
guilty of the charge of treason and sen- 
tenced him to confinement at hard labor 
for life, but General Chaffee, because of 
the absence of conclusive proof that the 
accused had committed an overt act, such 
an.act being necessary to consummate the 
technical offense of treason, disapproved 
the sentence and ordered the prisoner set 
at liberty.

“On March 27 Count Muravieff, the Rus- 
sian Minister of Foreign Affairs, in reply 
to strenuous appeals of the Spanish Ambas- 
sador at St. Petersburg, Count Villagonzalo, 
informed the latter that the Russian gov- . 
ernment found it Impossible to consider the 
proposal of remonstrating with the United 
States, and that to even proffer friendly 
advice under the actual circumstances to 
the United States would be construed per- 
haps justly by the Washington Cabinet as 
‘a threat that would greatly excite the 
public feeling in the United States and have 
the effect exactly opposite to what was de- 
sired. 

‘This refusal of Russia convinced the Queen 
Regent and Sefior Gullon that there was no 
hope of any further efforts to interest the 
powers in behalf of Spain, and from that 
date all attempts of Spanish diplomacy in 
that direction were abandoned. 


Visit Not Planned by Spain. 
“Even the platonic visit to the White

the instigation of Spain. It will be noted 
that Count Muravieff's reply to the Spanish 
Ambassador was on March 27, many days 
before the views of the British Cabinet were 
known and over a fortnight previous to 
Chamberlain's famous speech, which was 
not made until after the destruction of the 
Spanish fleet at Manila by Dewey.”

KING OPENS PARLIAMENT JAN. 16 


Coming Session | Witness Final 
Break-Up of Liberal Party—Rose-_ 
| bery to Lead the Revolt. 


LONDON, Jan. 4.—When King Edward 
opens Parliament Jan. 16, which will be an 
occasion of even greater pomp and cere- 
mony than was his last appearance in the 
House of Lords, one of the most interesting 
sessions of recent years will be begun. Be- 
fore its conclusion the whole status of the 
Liberal party is likely to be altered and 
Lord Rosebery’s future determined. 

Present indications point to a split which 
no middle road pronouncements can heal, and. 
in which Sir Edward Grey, H. H. Asquith, 
Sir H. H, Fowler, R. W. Perks, R. B. 
Haldane, and other imperialists, together 
with a few unionists, will flock to Lord Rose- 
bery’s standard and initiate an organization 
with the hope of securing control of all the 
Liberal elements prior to the next weqeray 


election. 


Temporarily, this enensin of the position 
will greatly facilitate the government’s pro- 
gram, the chief item of which is the sweep- 


ing reform of parliamentary procedure.

When we gaze into a crystal 
globe, say the psychologists, we hypnotize 
ourselves—or, rather, reach a state of half- 
sleep, when. we become peculiarly fitted for 
the awakening of the subconsclousness, It is 
to be noticed in this connection that persons, 
as } at examination. required to recall facts 

e hastily acquired, have, by gazing into 
the “glabe and thinking-of: the general sub- 
ject, quickly seen- printed out the matter 
they thought forgotten. 

:This is an explanation to the ‘psycholo- 
gists, but not to Mr. Lang, and now he has 
set London crystal gazing in the hope that 
all this “‘scrying’’ may bring forth indis- 
putable evidence of telepathy.

OME comment having been caused by 
the fact that Lady Pauncefote should 
have led the line at the President’s 
reception of the diplomatic corps on 
New Year's day, it may be as well to 

jay stress on the. fact that ever since the 
treaty. of Westphalia bassadresses have 
been entitled to the san™ official precedence 
@nd to the same official honors as their hus- 
Dands, except in some minor matters, such 
as, for instance, in connection with the first 
reception of. the Ambassador on his arrival 
™ the capftal of the country of the gover=-- 
ment to which he is accredited. Thus the 
Ambassador is fetched in one of the state 
Catriages of the executive—that is, in Eu- 
rope—and is attended by a.cavalry escort 
~©n the occasion of his first audience, whereas 
When the Ambassadress pays her respects 
or the first time to the Empress or to the 
ueen, as the case may be, she drives to the 
Palace in her own state carriage. The guard 
mt the palace, however, turns out and pre- 
#enis arms to her, just as in the case of her 
lrusband. 

In England Ambassadresses have more 
han once been the cause of difficulty at 
court, and in the early portion of Queen Vic- 
toria’s reign the British Duchesses rose up 
i arms at the idea of making way for these 
adies. But they were forced to yield, as 
mot only the Ambassadors but likewise the 
Amabassadresses are looked upoh as repre- 
senting the personality of their sovereign, 
and it would be impossible for any foreign 
Sovereign to walk in England behind an 
English.subject, either at official functions 
©r in society. 


inasmuch as the shares the

the necessity of dirt, grease, heat, emoke, and 
nolge. 

To this must be added the first. cost of the 
plant. A steam engine. generating ten horse- 


' prwer, will cost nearly twice as much as a 


ten horse-power dynamo; it will take up ten 
times the room and it will not last so long. 
It will take more labor to run It, al: consid- 
ered, and all the disagreeable features at- 
tendam upon burning coa! will be present. - 

Just what are these disagreeable ccnditions 
are not realized by the public at large. Some- 
times a man passing 2 basement window and 
catching the hot, foetid blast from a fan 
driving heat from ‘a basement boiler-room 
witl gasp in the already hot street and hurry 
6n beyond reach ofthe fan's.currents. But 
this ts only an indication the conditions 
below. 

The hold ofa in which giant: 
bollers are fed ry gasping stokers, has been 
liked to the sheo f orthodox scripture. But 
there are vctiert ms indown-town Chicago 
that are as close. dark, and oppressive as ever 
the hold of a steamship was. Many of them 
are without the up-to-date appliances of the 
big steamships’ boller-rooms, and men work 
harder in the intense heat than they are 
forced to-do on the At:antic liner. 

One down-town bDullding, especially, has the 
reputation of being a baker of men.. It manu- 
factures its ‘electricity for running ele- 
vators, supplying. l.ghts,.for cold storage; 
and for ventilation. It has @ big battery of 
boilers which are half under the pavement, 
and here, summer and. winter, firemen and 
engineers work, stripped to the waist, in a 
heat thai would prostrate one unused to it. 
It is said, in truth, that on the steel floors 
of this furnace room, at any hour in the day, 
an egg wii fry hard ‘in ten minute eet 
from a furnace mouth. | 


From this basement, “too, @ continual 
stream of hot, vitiaced air is thrown intoone 
of the main uown-town streets, not infre 
quently the chimney that furnishes.draft to 
ine iurnaces is pour.ng clouds of smoke into 
the upper air, and at ali tithes streét and alicy 
traffic is more or less impeded by the coal 
wagons which cart fuel to the fiery mouths of 
the furnaces. Coal holes are opened, down. 
which the fuel is shoveied and out of which 
teluse ashes are throwm each making its 
share of the omnipresent dirt and grime vf 


And yet it has been proved that from a 
great central pian* for the manufacture of 
e.ectricity the flula can be delivered at a 


‘switchboard, ready.to be wired to the user, 


for less than one cent an-hour for each horse- . 
And from the time this energy is 
sent from the great central dynamo, miles 
away, the tom of power will be only 10 per 


This has been made possible by conserving 
influences and forces in the manufacture of 
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ore 
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' electricity. Today the cost of sending elec- 


tricity from a central plant to a point of dis- 
tribution virtually is yay the cost of the 
copper. 
When the Edison ‘eithins first was built it 
would convey electricity at only 100 volts. 
Then it was found that with this low voltage 
and the inferior.manner of insulating wires 
the working limit was less than 2,000 feet. 
Today insulation is practically perfect, and . 
wires’ are made capable of carrying elec- 
tricity at 40,000 volts with almost impalpable 
ioss of the vital fluid. A comparison of cost 
of plants under the new and the old voltage 
shows just how the cheapening of electricity 
and the spread of it as a motive aarer bay 
come about.

When Edison's drat machine was built, 
carry ng only 100 voits, the copp:r wiring 
necessary to carry one horse-power twenty 
miles. with a loss cf 20 per cent energy, would 
hav« been $83,200.

This voltage means no limit to the distance 


to which electricity may be transmitted. 

Every day in Chicago the electrical sup- 
ply companies are encroaching upon the 
‘field of the obsolete ste engine.. Ten 
thousand steam horse-power are displaced 
every month by these companies, and scores 
of cther steam plants that are driving belts 
and shaftings are turned to the develop- 
ment of electricity. There is scarcely a 
building in down-town Chicago that has not 
been given over to electriaity. It may be 
using its old hydraulic elevators, but elec- 
tricity-is running the pumps. Its own lights 
are manufactured in the plant, electric fans 
_ are run from the same force in summer, and 
“tn me of bul’dirngs electric heaters 
are used. In most of them electricity heats. 
the supply tanks for hot water. 

Alt the same time this electric commodity 
has its mefficiencies. As a light producer it 
is comparative'y expensive, for the reason 
that a sixteen-candle power lamp of the

Su-reme as Heater. 


Tt is as a hentetcaied consequently as a 
power producer—that electricity is supreme. 
An electric heater utilizes full_05 per cent 
of the current that reachesit. Asa domestic 
utensil, the electric stove is one of the 
simplest contrivances in a household. In 
preparing the hot surface, it is turned upside 
down and coated with pbdreelain. On this 


coating an tron wire is laid and looped back 
and forth over the porcelain surface at 


short distances apart, after which a sécénd 
layer of porcelain is laid over the wire and 
burnt* into and over it, leaving the wire em- 
bedded In porcélain and close up against the 
heating surface, It is ready then for the 
current. 


Hiectricity as ‘ commodity’ is measured 


by the Watt hour. Watt would not have 
known a spark of electricity from a firefly 
in the dark of the moon, but he got his name 
in the meter in some way.. The Watt hour 
*represents 2,655 fodt-pounds and it takes 
778 foot-pounds to raise one pound of water 
in temperature one degree Fahrenheit.

With all that has.been done with this 
strange element in Chicago it is the opinion 
of Professor Woodworth that it is only the 
beginning. There has been too much waste 
of fuel and too much smoke and grime at- 
tendant upon its production. 
“The time is coming,” he says, “ when 
great central stations will supply this éner- 
gy to Chicago. It can be supplied so much 


cheaper in this way that the small gener- . 


ating plant soon will have had its day. It 
will be discovered that the smoke nuisance, 
too, will prescribe for ‘itself when that time 
has come. . 

‘In euch great central planta, with the 


eheapened methods for conducting elec- 


tricity, it will be desirable for them to get 
away ‘from the'city in the direction of the 
coal supply. This ‘at least rémoves the 
smoke and soot nuisance from the city hori- 
zon. But in such plants as these would need 
to be the mechanical means to. secure per- 
feet combustion in the boifers would do away 
-with smoke and soot anyhow.. 

“These plants would be so far away from 
the city limits that ground rents and values 
would be of comparatively small concern. 
The transportation and handling of fuel 
would be minimized. and apparatus for burn- 
ing the cheapest grades of coal! could be in- 
stituted. All these would tend to lessen the 
cost of the commodity to both manufac- 


turer and consrmer. 


“When Chicago finally has gone over to 
electricity as the one motive power, that 
energy will be developed from cheap coal, 
burned in central plants to the best advan- 
tage possible. It is drifting toward elec- 
tricity rapidly.

Professor Mendenhall! outlines no plan for 
utilizing thé earth's beat beyond a sugges- 
tion that it might be converted directly into 
electricity without the intermediate use of 
steam. There is much to commena this idea. 
If it is necessary to go down 8,000 teet in 
order to make water boil, it would be neces- 
sary to go 2,000 mor. .o generate steam ata 
useful pressure, say 150 or 200 pounds to the 
inch. To be sure, were some more volaiile 
substance than water employed to produce 
the motive vapor, a lower temperature wou.d 
suffice. A suiphur dioxide engine might be 
run successfully, so far as t¢mperaiure con-— 
ditions alone afe concerned, at a Gepih of a 
mile, which has more than once been at- 
tained by oll wells. 
Scientists, however, are not limiting them- 
-gelves to the consiceration of such device 
as the steam or gas engine. It ls universally 
 eonceded that the method of using pow- 
er willnot be reached until ve dearn how . 
economically to transfer heat, light, or some

Experiments without number, heve been 
made looking to the invention of a battery 
which could bé run cheaply:and.give great 
power.

Thermo-Eiectric Simple. 


The principle of the thermo-electric couple 
is simple. Wihten a change ofetemperature 
occurs at the junction of two elips of dis- 
sinillar metals an electric current is excited 
in them. Many inventors have tried to turn 
that phenomenon to account. C 
built up a hollow cylinder out of 
layers of tin and an alloy containing anfi- 
mony, and heated the interior with a ga> 
flame formed around a perforated earthen- 
ware tube.

expect to see the secret discovered some day. 
Comparativly little more invention would be 
required to adapt it te the particular service 
which he suggests. 

If a practical thermo-electric couple can 
to 


run large enterprises—a hole similar to an 
oil well could be drilled into the surface of 
the earth a mile or more, or even less if not 
so much heat was required, and the instru- 
ment, with ite attached wires, lowered until 
the heat was sufficient to give the desfred 
amount of energy.

These absentee residents are warned in 


‘that they had better really live in the State 

(and unwire their greenback bales) lest, 
when they take new spouses they discover 
suddenly they are bigamists.

ASTON, Pa., has a new suspension 
foot bridge unlike any other bridge 
in the world. Among its oddities are 
the facts that it is 804-feet long and 
only ten feet wide; its north approach 

is ninety feet higher than the south ap- 
proach; it has two river spans instead of 
one, each 279 feet long; and it has a stair 
span that is 110 feet in length. : 
This bridge stretches across the Lehigh 
River, the Lehigh Coal and Navigation com- 
pany’s canal, and the tracks of the Lehigh 
Valley railway. It is @ toll bridge; built for 
a local company and designed by H. G. Tyr- 
reli, a Boston engineer. The city engineer 
of Easton had charge of building the founda- 
tions. 
One of the great difficulties confronting the 


designer of the bridge was the unequal ele- 
wation ofthe two ends of the bridge. To 


overcome this the floor is run down on @@ 
per cent grade from the north bank to.t86 
river tower. From this point to the low ema 
are four runs of stairs, the whole being 
suspended from the cables.

Royal patronage has been withdrawn from 
the theaters where the ‘' drama of despair ”’ 
obtains recognition. The Schiller prize for 
the best dramatic productions has not been 


bestowed for six years because the Kaiser 
did hot approve of the works of the dram- 
atists and poets whose names had been sug- 
gested by the coOmmission—namely: such 
disciples of the “‘ modern drama ” as Haupt- 
mann, Sudermann, and Fulda. 

Weak, puny efforts are made now and 
then to lift the drama from the maelstrom 
of psychological, religio-mystical, patholog- 
ical, and atheistic treatises. But the fact 
stares such “reformers” in the face that 
Hauptmann, Bjornson, Ibsen, Hartleben, 
and the teachers of the modern school are 
crowned with public favor; that the churches 
of Berlin are becoming mofe and more 


= 


‘become the surgical dissecting amphitheater, 


the lecture-room, church, and pathological 


institute all in one. Private mutual socie-— 


ties, such as the Freen Buhnen Verein, are 
started to afford the socialistic and purely 
psychological drama still greater latitude 
than it enjoys today on the public stage un- 
der the eyes of the police censor. These socie- 
ties produce the plays, the production of 
‘which the police prohibit on the public stage.
